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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior arts have failed to teach applicant's claimed invention "an inverter (50) whose 
output (51) is coupled to the gate of the gated photosensitive means (36) and 
whose input (52) is coupled to one side of the storage capacitor (24), the inverter 
being operable to turn on the gated photosensitive means rapidly to discharge 
the storage capacitor upon the voltage at the one side of the storage capacitor 
reaching a predetermined level" including all the limitations of Claims 1 and 13. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

JP 2004198683 A teaches an inverter is inserted between a switching TFT and 
a driving TFT in each pixel and then even if the potential accumulated in the holding 
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capacitor in the pixel varies with the OFF current of the switching TFT, the gate-source 
voltage of the driving TFT does not vary, so that the drain current of the driving TFT can 
be held constant. 

JP 2002297095A teaches a pair of inverter circuits in two pairs of inverter 
circuits, constituting a memory circuit which is arranged in a pixel is made to be a circuit, 
in which an organic EL(electroluminescent) element and a transistor are connected in 
series and a transistor in the memory circuit is dispensed with.
